Claims 106-108,121,126,127,128 and 129 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by any of Laghi (51 17822), Benetti, et al (5894843) or Borst et al 
(5836121). A device including a shaft having proximal and distal ends, contact surface 
and means for applying a vacuum at the contact surface is disclosed by Laghi, Benetti 
et al and Borst et al. 

Claim 107, each of Laghi, Benetti et al and Borst et al disclose passage in fluid 
communication with the contact surface. 

Claim 108, the contact surface comprises a friction increasing surface.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 106-108,121-129 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Boyd et al(5799661) 

The applied reference has a common Assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 .
